Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Referring to claim 1, the prior art does not teach a device for guiding sheet-like copies 
which are severed from a material web in a cutting nip or a cutting cylinder pair comprising a 
copy guide disposed in an outlet wedge of the cutting cylinder pair. The prior art does not teach 
the outlet wedge of the cutting cylinder pair as defined by Applicant in the declaration and 
remarks received on January 21, 2004. 

Referring to claim 16, the prior art does not teach a folder having a guiding device for 
guiding a material web in a cutting nip of a cutting cylinder pair, comprising a copy guide 
disposed in an outlet wedge of the cutting cylinder pair. The prior art does not teach the outlet 
wedge of the cutting cylinder pair as defined by Applicant in the declaration and remarks 
received on January 21, 2004.
